tality occurred at Th« World building 
yesterday morning at 8 o'clock. Three 
men were on a ladder placing a sign at 
the top of the fifth story.

Alois Zechuieister was thrown to the 
pavement below, a distance of 100 feet. 
He struck on his bead, which was 
crushed and he was instantly killed. 
In his descent Zechmeister jjtruck John 
Wickson, a pedestrian who was pass- 
ing, breaking Wickson's back and both 
legs. Wicksou was removed to the 
hospital. He is a laborer with a 
wife and one child.

Hah* a oratory ago, when the era of 


railway building began in America, it 
was predicted that the day of the horse 
was over. 
The day of the stagecoach 


certainly wa* over, and the age of slow 
travel, but there are tea times as many 
hornes in the country today as there 
were GO yean ago. 


It will be just the saute when the bi- 


cycle and the electric railway and even 
the horseless wagon do their perfect 
work. The horses of America in past 
yean have generally been inferior to 
thorn of Europe. We have bred tremen- 
dous trotters aud pacers, aud Kentucky 
and Virginia gaited saddle horses unex- 
celled iii beauty, grace and intelligence 
the world over. We have even hud a few 
thoroughbreds that compared favorably 
with those of Great Britain. We also 
developed the pacing horse as a track 
anim»l. Bat the fact remains that up to 
this time the common horse of America 
IMS beeu fearfully scrub. He was small; 
he was muddy looking; he had little 
strength and hardly so much intelligence 
as his European, cousins, bred for cen- 
turies from tho best equine blood on the 
.planet 


It is this kind of acrnb horse that 


must drop out here iu America. Already 
thousands of specimens of the tribe have 
been reduced to horse beef in the north- 
west and shipped to France or sold ou 
the Chicago market But the fast trot- 
ter, the really fast one, brings more 
money than he ever did. So does the 
very handsome, large, high stepping car- 
riage horse. Mankind loves a fine bora 
aud always will do su. A Boston dealer 
says that the trade in horses has doubled 
itself iu the past three years iu that uiry 
hi spite of hard times. Another dealer 
says he has sold mure ponies, Shetland* 
aud others, with carriages to match, in 
the past six months than he has done ill 
ten years.

«d, perfectly trained saddle horse, the 
handsome high stepping carriage horse, 
the lightning trotter aud pacer will not 
go at all.
